Be Aiding Reds 
Inside Italy 
Washington, March 24 —(UP)— 


The United States is receiving re 
ports that Italian Communists are 
getting substantial pre-election aid 
from sources outside Italy, it was 
.^earned today. 
™ The reports indicate that the as- 


sistance is coming from 
Russia 


and satellite countries. It is said 
to include money, paper, paint, ink 
and other materials for left-wing 
campaigning for the April 18 elec- 
tion. 


By comparison, government of- 


ficials said, 
the non-Communist 


Italian parties are having a diffi- 
cult time obtaining funds and elec- 
tion equipment. The United States 
is powerless to give direct political 
financial aid 
for 
the 
important 
Campaign. 


Reports reaching the State De- 


partment point out 
two possible 


sources for the aid to the Italian 
'communists: 


1. Large amounts of gold 
and 


platinum are flowing into Switzer- 
land "from the east." The precious 
metals are sold for lira, the Italian

$150,000,000. -Since that amount was 
authorized last year and the pro- 
gram worked out on that basis fot 
this year's crop, the budget re- 
quested only that amount.

Realizing this inequity and injus 
lice lo Ihe farmers toward an ade 
quate program, we endeavored to 
increase Ihe authorization to $300, 
000,0000 to be anonunced for next 
yeor's program. Due to the con- 
sistent attitude and policy of the 
Republican Majority, 
a compro 


mise was reached and we pro 
vided in the bill $225,000,000 for the 
corning year, but still $75,000,000 
short of what we believed to be 
an adequate program. 


It is entirely possible that the 


Senate will increase Ihis amount 
If so, I shall do what I can to 
ward getting it approved by the 
House when the conference repor 
is considered. 


Though I am committed 
to 
i 


reduction of federal expenditures 
as much as possible, and will con- 
tinue to work toward that objec- 
tive, I feel we would be derelict 
in our duty and short-sighted if we 
failed in the conservation of our 
soil resources. Experience of other 
nations has taught us that permit- 
ting the depletion of the soil reduces 
the economic strength and future 
welfare.
